Receipts this week were 
very heavy and the outlook is most 
flattering for a large increase, as 
much of the weed is still in the barn. 
The setting of the new crop in this 
section amounts to about 75 per cent, 
of the usual crop, and with another 
season for this work a pretty full 
acreage will be the result. In some 
of the adjoining counties, however, 
there have been very poor seasons 
and not more than one third of the 
nsual amount hae been put out. In 
some places where hills had been 
made the land is being planted in 
corn.

At 
and in its stead a democratic, low-grade, 
least for some years to come it 5s 
agreed upon all hands that it is not an.

T 
speech was made on the 21st day 
February, 1878, if my memory serves 
me, but if I may trust my memory, 
and upon that recollection I defy con- 
tradition, I think if you will go back 
and examine the unquestioned a 
questionable records, the official 
of congress itself, you will find that I 
am right in this remembrance. f 
entered congress for the first time on 
the 4th of March, 187;,. Mr. Carlisle, 
came two years afterward, on the 4th 
of March, 1877, a day that for certain 
reasons is remembered as a black 
Friday in the political calendar of the 
American people. On that self-same 
day, in the self-same hour, at the self- 
same moment that a fraudulent claim- 
ant to the presidency of this country 
took the oath of office as chief execu- 
tive. Heaven seems! to be kindly in its 
purpose, and appeared to want to 
make some sort of reparation to the 
American people for the fraudulent 
induction of Rutherfor B. Haves int( 
the white house, and sent John 0 
Carlisle for the fir^t time to take hi: 
seat as a member of the American con 
gress. In that same year, on the 5tl 
day of November, 1877, three month 
before he either did or did no 
make the questionable speech of Feb- 
ruary, 1879, the imperishable and un- 
deniable record of congress shows that 
he and I sat side by side and voted for 
the Bland free and unlimited silver 
coinage bill that passed the house of 
representatives by our votes. 

I should think he was a free silver 
man that day. If he was not, he was 
giving the queerest votes that a gold- 
bug ever put on record since the world 
began. (Applause.) That bill went to 
the senate, and congress adjourned, 
and we came home. On the first Mon- 
day of the following December, about 
one month after he voted for Mr. 
Bland's free silver bill, under the law 
congress 'reassembled, and the senate 
passed that bill that Carlisle and I 
had helped put through the house. It 
put on an amendment which struck 
cut that free silver clause and sent it 
back to the house. I was opposed to 
it then because the clause had been 
stricken out that gave the right to coin 
silver metal, and so was Carlisle op- 
posed to it, and it was for the self-same 
reason, and it was upon that bill as 
amended by the senate that Carlisle 
either did make or did not make the 
speech of the 21st of Febuary, 1878. 

But that does not end the record yet. 
It speeches can be explained away and 
if troublesome vote3 can be explained 
away, there is another character of 
•idence yet, and its genuineness will 
>t be impeached. If he was not a 
free silver man in 1878, he at least 
poke like one; if he was not a free 
diver man in 1877, he at least voted 
like one; but whether he was, in 1S77 
or 1878, in favor of free silver, unless 
he is a most unfortunate man in the 
expressions that he uses, not when 
talking hurriedly in the excitement of 
debate, as I am speaking now, but 
when in the quiet of his own chamber 
he sat down deliberately and thought- 
fully to write a letter. He wrote a 
letter. In 1878 we passed what i- 
known as the Bland-Allison bill. That 
was a silver coinage bill, and the sec- 
retary voted for it and so did t But 
it put a limit upon the amount. It said 
that any man that held silver bullion 
should have it coined at the mints of 
this country and stamped with the 
American eagle as a dollar, but said 
lere should be no less than two nor 
ore than four million a month, That

I never understood any a " 
cate of the double standard to con 
that it was necessary in order to hare 
bimetallism to keep both metals ii 
concurrent circulation; that is, at th< 
same time and at the same ratio. That 
is not the contention we are mulcin 
That is not necessarily bimetiillw-i 
Yon may have bimetullisim and v 
have both metals circulating at an 
equality of value at the same time. 
That bimetallism may exist with only 
one metal In circulation is a fact which 
absolutely cannot be successfully con 
troverted. We may have both metal: 
in circulation at equal values and i 
corner may be made on gold, and if 
that be done silver takes its place, for 
silver is money as well as gold. Or if 
a corner be made on silver, then gold 
comes out from its hiding place in an- 
swer to the universal demand made for 
It by the people. 

The Debtor's Obligation. 
There is where the importanci 
what is termed the option coi 
What is meant by the option is 
right of one person to contract to pay 
in either money he chooses. The law 
of trade, the law of fairness, the law 
of justice, requires that that right of 
option shall belong to the debtor and 
not the creditor. If I owe you a thou- 
sand dollars, it is I who should have 
the option, it is I who should have th« 
nether I will pay you 
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he was a friend of the silver metal, 
and it may be that his speech on Feb- 
ruary. 21, 1878, does not prove that he 
was friendly to the silver metal, but 
it is possiblo for us to believe that that 
letter which he wrote to Mr. Smith in 
1890 meant nothing too. Put them all 
together, and if they don't prove that 
he was, on those three several dates, 
as stanch a friend of the unlimited 
coinage of silver as I or you, or any 
other man, how is it possible to 
prove anything by the English lan- 
uage? I subpeena no witness against 
him except himself, offer no evidence 
except that of record, I tender no hear- 
say testimony, I submit the imperish- 
able records that are in print and leave 
the question for you to determine. 

This Is the Answer. 

I am net going to rest on that. Mr. 
Carlisle had a perfect right to hold 
those views from 1877 to 1893; he had 
an unquestioned right to change them 
since 1890: he had a perfect right to 
come before the people of Kentucky 
and say he was mistaken, was deluded, 
was iixerror, that not the double, but 
the sijBfle standard is the true one. 
No one had any ground to complain. if 
he ha<J said that, but I leave him to 
reconcile his present statement with 
his written and recorded utterances as 
best he may be able. 
' That Mr. Carlisle has stated the gold 
side of this controversy strongly no 
fair-minded man can afford to deny I 
have not lived long enough, I have not 
come ie*W>ntact with men enough in 
the mffla^ than half a century that 
measures the life that lies behind me; 
I have never met,eeen or known a man 
who had more ability to state his case 
than the present secretary of the 
treasury. He of all men I have ever 
known can probably come the nearest 
to making the worst appear the better 
cause. That he has stated his case 
strongly, forcibly and plausibly, I 
cheerfully admit; but that he has in- 
troduced any new elements into this 
discussion I am unable to discover. 
For instance, he tells you that the 
present monetary system under which 
we live is not a perfect system.. He 
says it is faulty. He tells you that 
when the present financial crisis struck 
us in 1893 we were possessed of every 
substantial requisite of prosperity and 
safety except a monetary system that 
was not safe or sound. It was the 
same system then that you have to- 
day. It was a single gold standard 
that day and it is a single gold stand- 
ard this clay. I assert that not a sin- 
gle statute law has been put upon the 
books of this country since that time 
that at all changes, alters, or modifies 
our monetary system. Mr. Carlisle de- 
clares that in 1893 when the crisis 
r lack of safety consisted 
i fact that 
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preserve and hold on to the monetary 
^ system as you have it to-day. You 
' must not change it, and yet it is not a 
safe or a sound one. 

He tells you further that in 1834 
when the ratio of sixteen grains of 
silver to one grain of gold was in ex- 
istence, when the mints of the country 
were open to the coinage of both silver 
and gold on even terms without dis- 
crimination, that condition drove this 
country to the single gold standard, 
anjTtiiat from 1834 to 1873 we had 
nothing but a single gold standard. 1 
deny that that is corectly stated, but, 
for the sake of argument, we will ad- 
mit his statement A single gold 
standard at the ratio of sixteen grains 
of silver to one of gold, with the mints 
of the country open to both metals, he 
tells you, in 1834 drove us to a single 
standard and that we kept on it from 
from that day until now. Yet in the 
same speech, in the same breath, he 
tells you if you open the mints of this 
country to-day to the free coinage, If 
both metals are on even terms on the 
same basis of sixteen to one, it will 
put you on a single silver basis; but 
how is this? Like causes produce like 
effects under similar conditions. In 
1884 Y$fce unlimited coinage of both 
metn/fson that basis put us on a single 
gold standard, when he swears and 
"avows that in 1895 that the free coin- 
age of both metals on the same basis 
wili put us on a single silver standard. 
Men of common sense are loath to ac- 
cept as true such preposterous conclu- 
' slons. If it made us a gold people then, 
how happens it that it wiU make us a 
J silver people now? 

But that is not all that he tells us. 
He says that bimetallism is impossible, 
that it la impossible for any country to 
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a thousand dollars and 
silver are good money 
of the land, should I not 
i to discharge that debt 
ibligation with eithei 

iilver? No, 
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dollars he says gi 

and I say I have not got it, but I h 
it in silver. You refuse to take that 
and send me off to find a thousand dol- 
lars in fi-old. One is as much money as 
the other under the law. I find but 
one man who has a thousand dollars in 
gold, and 1 am bound to get it, so I am 
bound to take it on his terms. I am 
bound to pay hire what rate of interest 
he sees fit to charge me, for under 
your right of option it is the only coin 
in which you are willinsr to accept pay- 
ment. That is unfair, but the right of 
option by the gold advocate is claimed 
to belong to the debtor, and then say 
you must keep the silver and gold at 
an equality of value. How can I when 
you give the right of option to the man 
to whom the debt is due who demands 
the dearer metal? That increases the 
demand for gold and sends the price 
of gold up. Refusing U> take silver 
lessens the demand for silver and sends 
the price of silver down lower, and you 
force still wider apart in value the two 
money metals in the country. But 
when you give the right of option to 
the man who pays the debt, either one 
answers his purpose. He at once says 
give me a thousand dollars in silver. 
It pays my debt as well as gold and it 
is easier money to get control of. By 
giving that right of option in favor of 
the debtor you maintain the equality 
in value between the metals by in- 
creasing the demand for the cheaper 
metal and lessening the demand for 
the dearer metaL About a proposition 
as plain as that there can be no con- 
troversy. 

The A..a».lnatlon at silver. 

But it does not stop there. He says 
bimetallism never was maintained by 
any people. 1 challenge the statement 
for lack of correctness. It is not true. 
He slaps history in the face who 
makes the statement. The historj of 
the world shows that from 1.803 to 1878 
France did maintain successfully bi- 
metallism in its truest and broadest 
sense. In that French realm silver 

id gold for seventy odd years floated 
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The history of this people shows that 
trom 1792 down to 1873, when the re- 
publican congress, by more than a 
: wo-thirds republican majority in both 
aouses, at the dead hour of midnight, 
without warning to the American peo- 
ple, without notice of this contem- 
plated assassination, killed silver. For 
eighty-one years the two metals in this 
land of ours, with mints open to both 
alike, on even terms, had floated both 
the final redemption money of the 
American people. Who struck silver 
down? I have told you. A republican 
congress, republican by two-thirds ma- 
jority in both branches. How was It 
stricken down? Not openly and in tha 
bright light of day, but at the witch- 
ing hour of midnight, an hour fitted 
for so dastardly a deed — at that hour 
on the I2th day of February, 1873, this 
act, which was denominated as the 
.test crime of this or any other age 
by the present secretary of the treas- 
ury, or whoever it was that made that 
Bpeech in the federal congress, was con- 
summated. The utterer of that speech 
said the passage of that bill was the 
greatest crime of that or any other 
age, and that it was the culmination 
of a conspiracy formed in this country 
and in Europe to bring upon the 
human family more suffering, more 
torture and more poverty than all the 
wars and pestilences and famines that 
the world had ever known. 

Why was silver stricken down by 
these people? Had it ever been de- 
manded? No, sir; I defy the man who 
lives to put his finger upon a single po- 
litical platform, state or national, of 
any party, republican, democratic, 
populist, woman's suffrage, prohibi- 
tion, farmors' alliance, or any other 
platform that ever demanded the 
demonetization of the silver metal. 
Nobody had ever asked for it 

Was it because the metal was not a 
good money metal? You know better. 
The very day that it was demonetized 
it commanded a premium over gold 
over the counters of every bank within 
the iimita of your land. It commanded 
a premium of S per cent over gold over 
counters ot your bank here in this 
state and town, II waa more popular 



witn tn« people man gold, it always 
had been the money of the people. 
The people had never demanded Its 
taking off. The people had never •»■ 
pressed dissatisfaction with it For 
four thousand years it had breasted la 
the vanguard of humanity's progress. 
In times of both peace and war it had 
hoen the faithful, tried and trusted 
friend of the toiler. You had sent i« 
forth in times of carnage and from 186 
to IMS it armed and fed and clothe* 
the soldiers of your armv. It passed 
through that fiery ordeal and at th< 
conclusion of hostilities it came had 
to you with It shining face unblotted 
and untarnished. In peace it had been 
your mainstay and in war it was th* 
metal upon which you relied: for gold 
is a cowardly money. When the first 
shot rattled from the forts of Charles- 
ton against the walls of Fort Sumter 
this cowardly, craven golden rr 
took its flight from among- the raoi 
of the country and hid itself a 
[Applause. | ^ 

Gold never was the money of 
people. Gold is the money of c 
merce; gold is the money hoarded foi 
war purposes; gold is the money used 
in heavy financial transactions; gold il 
the money of the money-hoarder anc 
the money-handler. The horny hanc 
of the honest sou of toil is not even 
permitted to touch the sacred metal 
What is it? Is it gold that provides 
the loaf of bread to assuage and staj 
the pangs of hunger when the son ot 
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gold that redeems and reclaims from 
the clutch of night the numb 
the poor by providing him 
tallow dip? Did he buy it with a gold 
coin? Never. Here" 
tried friend, the sil 
him, not the luxurie 
ties of life. This was the metal which 
was murdered, and vet they tell us 
the people of this country had 
for it My countrymen, the man who 
assumes to advise and counsel, if no 
instruct and guide and lead his fellow 
man, owes a solemn duty to the peopli 
and that is to be candid and to tell 
them the truth. The secretary of the 
treasury tells you in his speeches to- 
day that are ringing throug-hc 
length and breadth of this land that 
from 1792, when Jefferson established 
your American system of money, down 
to 1873, when it was overturned, there 
never had been but eight million silver 
dollars coined. 

That is technically true; substantial- 
ly it is false. It was not so intended, 
but it is a misleading and unfair state- 
ment. Should not the honorable sec- 
retary of the treasury, if he meant to 
tell them what was true, have added 
that whilst there were but $8,000,000 of 
silver coined in all this well-nigh 
enty years there had been coined at 
mints of this country and put into cir- 
culation, not 88,000,000, but $105,000,000 
of silver money; only 8,000,000 dollars. 
I grant you, but nearly $100,000,000 of 
half dollars, quarters, dimes and five- 
cent pieces of silver money was floated 
upon the land. Would it not have been 
fair to have told you that instead of 
$8,000,000 there had been $105,000,000 of 
silver? But would not it have been 
fairer still if the secretary, after tell- 
ing you that, should have gone a little 
further and told vou that between 179a 
and I860, $100,000,000 more of honest 
silver had come into this country- 
Spanish, Mexican and Canadian coin 
and been added to the money of tf 
people? Would it not have been faire 
for the secretary to have added that 
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.king legal tender these $100.- 
>,0O0 of foreign — Spanish, Mexican 
d Canadian— silver which was equiv- 
nt to our having coined it ourselves? 

Appeal for Falrnena. 
(Vould it not have been a fairer 
statement, if instead of telling the 
people that eight millions of silver had 
been furnished to you from 1792 to 
if he had told you that $205,000,- 
000 of silver had been put afloat in this 
ntry and made legal tender by the 
law of the land? But that is not all. I 
wish it were. He tells you that you 
adhere to a single gold standard 
because it is absolutely indispensable 
and necessary to conduct our business 
with the foreign nations of the world. 

id say that the heaviest 
transactions we ever had with the for- 
eign powers of the earth were from 
1879. There never was a period 
in American history when your foreign 
transactions were heavier in volume, 
and yet during those thirteen years 
while Europe was standing upon gold 
and silver the United States never had 
either. Yon had by law declared a 
suspension of specie payments, and for 
thirteen years we did manage to carry 
on our heavy foreign transactions 
without either gold or silver. We 
settled our balances in trade, as they 
were always settled. 

But he wants gold and nothing but 
gold, because it will circulate abroad. 
Does this government of ours make and 
issue money to circulate in Russia or in 
Egypt? We make money and issue it 
to circulate at home. We don't want 
it to go abroad. But you are told, for- 
sooth, by this eminent. financier, that 
you must not have any money but 
gold because that alone will circulate 
abroad. Eighteen months ago you saw 
thirty-two millions of gold shipped out 
of the country in five mouths. Wall 
street was in convulsions. The gold 
hoarders and the money handlers 
frothed at the mouth like a lot of 
hydrophobia dogs when you offer them 
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done at home among our own people. 

But the advocate of the gold stand- 
ard tells you that the silver dollar is 
an honest dollar. He says it is de- 
preciated in value. I deny it. Meas- 
ured by what standard? I aftirm, and 
upon the affirmation I defy contradic- 
tion, that 100 cents in silver to-day will 
buy as much of human property on 
human labor as it ever did bi 



it pleased the Almighty to create 
kind. One hundred cents of silver to- 
day will buy as much in farm products, 
or of the machine shop, or of any prod- 
uct of man's sweat and labor as it ever 
did buy in all the ages. It will not buy 
as much gold, I grant you. And why? 
Because you have declared that sil' 
•hall no longer be a money metal 
an equality with gold; you have forced 
gold up and silver dbwn by arbitrary, 
unwarranted and unrighteous legisla- 
tion. A fair way to put the proposition 
would be that silver has not shrunk in 
value, but gold has risen in value, anil 
the only explanation of it is that it is 
the result of arbitrary, unjust and er- 
roneous legislation. 

But he says that if you remonetize 
silver, that is, if you open the mints oi 
the country to silver again, every dol- 
lar of gold in this country will sprout 
wings during the night and take its 
if the sun next 
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hat all the silver of f, 
tlons will be dumped upon ot 
mintage and coinage. We h 
this threat before. It is the sat 
cry of wolf that fails to startle 
fright us. In 1878 when we passed the 
Bland-Allison bill that gave free coin- 
age limited to from two to four mil- 
lion a month, it was not Carlisle but 
John Sherman who told us then what 
Carlisle tells us now. He told us not 
to pass that bill, that every ounce oi 
foreign silver would be brought to our 
mints to lie coined and stamped with 
the American eagle and that every dol- 
lar of our gold would take its flight at 
once. We did not believe it. I did not 
believe Mr. Sherman's prediction then, 
I do not believe Mr. Carlisle's predic- 
tion now. For he is telling us the 
same tale that the Ohio senator then 
indulged in. 

False rroph 

In spite of Mr. Sherman's Warning 
the democratic party in that demo- 
cratic house, in 1878, with the aid of 
the votes of Mr. Carlisle and myself, 
passed that free coinasre bill. A re- 
publican president vetoed it.

Why should your gold go abroad? 
Can it find investments more profitable 
and more remunerative than here? If 
so, it would never come here. The 
foreign gold comes to this country be- 
cause it gets better interest here than 
it could get at home. These English- 
men and Germans are not so kindly 
disposed to us as to send their gold 
dollars here for investment simply for 
neflt. They send them here be- 
they get as much security and 
more satisfactory rates of interest 
than they get Your gold would not 
go abroad; the other nations of the 
orld would not send their silver here. 
They wpuld make nothing if they did; 
they would lose by the operation; they 
would only pay ocean freights both 
ways and add enough silver out of 
their private pockets to bring their 
ratio up to ours and then go back with 
their silver worth exactly what it was 
hen they started. They are not idiots 

But Mr. Carlisle tells you that you 
must not remonetize silver, because if 
you do the banker who has the gold 
will go with his gold dollar and buy 
$2 worth of silver and go to the mints 
and have it coined into two dollars, 
where he originally only had one. Do 
you believe such transparent sophistry 
as that? If that silver bullion were 
worth $2, the banker would never buy 
it with one dollar of gold unless he was 
trading and' trafficking with a fool.

TLe trial trips have been r 
through Germany's new canal, end 
a fleet will go through June 19. 

The great canal which 'oin^ the 
Baltic Fea to the German ocean cost 
about $38,500,000 and has been 8 
years iu building. It intersects the 
peninsula of Schleswig Holstein from 
Brunsbuttel, near the mouth of the 
river Elbe, to Holteoau on Kiel Buy 
and opposite the city of Kiel, a dis- 
tance of 59 miles. Ihe tntrances at 
both termini have been provided with 
dock gates, each of which is twenty- 
seven and one-half yards wide. At 
several points the canal is crossed by 
large bridges which when opened 
leaves a free space of fifty-four and 
one-fourth yards. There are also a 
number of ferries and two finely con 
structed permanent railway bridges. 
The military advantage of the canal 
is the fact that henceforth in time of 
war the German navy cannot be di- 
vided and the provisioning of eithei 
the Baltic or the north shore cannot 
be interrupted or rendered impossi 
ble.

The Haltlo Canal. 

TLe trial trips have been made 
through Germany's new canal, and 
a fleet will go through June 19. 

The great canal which ^'oins the 
Baltic Fea to the German ocean cost 
about $38,500,000 and has been 8 
years in building. It intersects the 

gminsula of Schleswig-Holstein from 
runsbuttel, near the mouth of the 
river Elbe, to Holteuau on Kiel Bny 
and opposite the city of Kiel, a dis- 
tance of 59 miles. The tntrances at 
both termini have been provided with 
dock gates, each of which is twenty 
seven and one-half yards wide. At 
several points the canal is crossed by 
large bridges which when opened 
leaves a free space of fifty-four aad 
one-fourth yards. There are also a 
number of ferries and two finely con- 
structed permanent railway bridges. 
The military advantage of the canal 
is the fact that henceforth in time of 
war the German navy cannot be di 
vided and the provisioning of eithe 
the Baltic or the north shore cannot 
be interrupted or rendered impossi

I hey seem to be very 
good salt sulphur waters and are of 
the same character, only one is 
stronger than the other. They are 
remarkable for containing a very 
marked amount of iodides, which is 
a valuable feature of such waters. 
The one marked No. 2 has the best 
mfneral water in it and is nearly as 
strong as Blue Lick. Either of these 
waters could be used in^ tho same 
way as Blue Lick, and to some might 
be more palatable. Their constitu 
tion is somewhat different from Blue 
Lick in that they contain more sul 
phates of lime, magnesia and soda, 
but they are well charged with sul- 
phuretted hydrogen and sulphides.

I hold that 
any dollar ia an honest dollar which 
will command one hundred cents' 
worth of honest toil in the open mar- 
kets of this world. 

A Statement Challenged. 
' The secretary tells us that if you get 
ifree coinage of silver you will drive 
•625,000,000 of gold out of tne country. 
1 deny that there is any such amount 
'of gold in circulation now, or that 
there ever was. I challenge his flg- 
'nres and call for his proof. He cannot 
••how that there is to-day or ever was 
kny such amount as 8625,000,000 of gold 
tin circulation among the American 
ipeople. How does he get his estimates? 
From what quarter does he draw his 
iflgures? What authority has he for 
this assertion? He knows there are 
ninety odd millions of gold stored 
away in the federal treasury. That is 
not in circulation among the people. 
For, unless you are provided with a 
crow-bar with which to break into 
that federal treasury, I will warrant 
you cannot get your clutches on it. 
But admit that it is in circulation. He 
knows there is something less than 
two hundred millions in gold held in 
reserve by the banks of the country, if 
the law is being observed, and we have 
a right to assume that the law is being 
obeyed. Now, he cannot account for 
aa much as three hundred millions in 
gold, not a dollar of which is in ciicu- 
lation in this country, because the law 
requires it to be held in reserve undi 
lock and key where the people cann 
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counted for the existence of a single 
other dollar of gold in this country. 

In 1881 Mr. Burchard, then superin- 
tendent of the mint, guessed at how 
much gold was stored away in the 
atocking legs throughout the country, 
and the treasury department has been 
busily engaged in guessing 
He cannot account for as much as 
$800,000,000 instead of 8025,000,000. But 
suppose it did fro out of the 
try. He says money would be cheaper. 
I thought the scarcer money 
dearer it was; 1 thought it wi 
difficult to get hold of a dollar if there 
was but one dollar than if there 
in the world. I thought the less n 
ey you had and the higher the rate of 
Interest the better it was for the money 
lender; I thought th< 

interest, the better it was for the pi 
ducer and the American masses. That 
la the rule of common sense, and it is 
the rule upon which we have ever 
acted. But the secretary tells 
he has made this discovery, that if you 
•xpel $625,000,000 of money from your 
midst what is left, because of its de- 
preciated character, will be cheaper, 
and all prices will advance, but the 
wages of the laborer will go down. 
This is a new discovery in political 
economy. Who ever heard of the price 
of labor shrinking when prices were 
booming and advancing? Are you to 
be hoodwinked by sophistry like this? 

But he tells us more. He does not 
deny that since the passage of that 
act of 1873 the general tendency of 
prices has been downward. He does 
not deny that %\\ values have shrunken 
..ince that law was passed which de- 
monetized the silver metal from 40 to 
60 peT cent. Your farm products have 
gone down. Your farm lands have 
gone down. The pro lucts of the men 
in the workshops have gone down. 
The product of the laborer in all lines 
has gone down. Everything has 
shrunk in value except gold, taxes and 
debts. Your taxes have not shrunk, 
your debts have not dwindled. I wish 
to God they had gone down in propor- 
tion to your property and your toil.

Whenever 
you put up a standard of measurement 
by Which to determine values, if it con- 
sists of anythitisr except the final mon- 
ey in which all debts are to be re- 
deemed, it is a fraudulent system, a 
rotten svstem. a fiat system, with noth- 
ing on earth behind it to make it good

claims to be par excellence the advo- 
cate of a sound financial system and 
then tells you it is measuring all 
values on a Hat money basis? If there 
is but 8025,000,000 of redemption monev 
in the country, if there is but 81,000,000

1th the people who were listening 
id who had so often honored him and 
ho, up to this very, hour, so eonfl- 
utly trusted him— if he wanted to be 
ir, why did he not go on and tell 
em why Jefferson stopped the eoin- 
e of the silver dollar? It was be- 
use we could not keep it at home, 
was at a premium over gold, it was 
a premium over sound money, be- 
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per cent. It was gobbled up, shipped 
broad, recoined in the mints of Paris, 
uother coin worth a dollar issued in 
stead, and the surplus silver 
pocketed as profit The free coinage 
of the silver dollar was stopped by Mr. 
Jefferson, not because it was not a 
good dollar, but because it was so good 
a dollar that he could not keep it at 
home for our use. He admits, and in 
this he is fair, that oneof the causes of 
the shrinkage of values for the last 
twenty odd years was the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, but says it was not the 
only cause. That is true; it was not 
the only cause. Improvements and 
in labor-saving ma- 
chines, improved facilities for trans- 
portation and the interchange of the 
products of the earth, they are causes 
that assisted in the reduction of prices, 
and the secretary of the treasury is too 
fair a man to deny, and nowhere in the 
speeches he has made have I found 
where he did deny or where he even 
intimated a denial of the charge that 
of silver, not only 
was one of the causes, but was the 
chief primary cause, of this confisca- 
tion of property. 

The Great Crime. 
Think of it, my countrymen, what 
was the effect pro duced upon you and 
me when the silver metal was stricken 
down. One-half of the value of your 
property in round numbers was de- 
stroyed. Nor was that alL The ar- 
chitects of this great fl nancial crime 
did more. They not only destroyed 
one-half the value of your proper 
but they des troyed absolutely one-half 
of your ability to earn a livelihood for 
yourself and family. Think of what 
has been done. Europe used to pay 
two dollars where she nowpaye us o 
for our corn, our wheat, our beef, o 
pork, our tobacco and our cotton. She 
paid us two dollars in those years 
where she now pays us but one. But 
we still continue to pay, to this blessed 
hour, every year as it rolls by, to 
rope two hundred millions of gol 
interest on the debt we owe them, 
abatement of payments of mone 
Europe, but Europe pays us only 
dollar for our surplus products where 
before she paid us two. There is the 
difference between the condition you 
were in and the condition you are in. 
Do you want to get back to the posi- 
tion you held before? The n get Eu- 
rope to abate oris- half of the interest 
we pay her or else get Europe to 
double the payment she makes to 

The output of gold throughout the 
world for the year 1894 was less than 
8200,000,000. One hundred md eighty 
million dollars is the whole product of 
gold of the world for the last year, and 
that is less than the number of gold 
dollars that we send to Europe every 
year to pay the interest on the debt 
we owe her. England owes nobody 
to-day. She owes her debt to her own 
people. The balance of the world owes 
England ten thousand millions of dol- 
lars. England says pay me in gold, in 
the dearest money, and she would send 
up the premium, not to a hundred per 
cent., but to a thousand per cent, 
grind labor into the dust, bring pov- 
erty upon the masses and starvation 
and misery so that you give me the 
pound of flesh that is my due, the 
pound nearest the heart. "Give me my 
money," says Shylock, "and give it to 
me in gold." The United States owes 
the balance of the world at the lowest 
estimate eight thousand millions of 
dollars. We owe Europe enough to re- 
quire us to send each 3'ear two hundred 
millions of gold to pay the interest 
upon the debt. That is more gold than 
hole world produces each year. 
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1, what chance hai 
pay the principal of that 
must pay it in gold, and t 
product does not furnish enough to 
pay even the interest upon it. 

The Money Fower of the World. 
This is the condition which confronts 
us; this is the policy they advocate; 
these are the terms of serfdom that are 
offered to this people, and the ques- 
tion is, will you accept them? Thank 
God, the jury in this case is composed 
of the American people. In this un- 
equal contest the odds and the advan- 
tages are against us. Upon the one 
side stands arrayed the monev power 
backed by all the influences that 
bulked 



me, my countrymen, if the world itseli 
does not produce enough gold each 
year to pay the interest on our debt if 
you had it all, and you are not even the 
first gold-producing nation of the 
earth— but if we had all tne gold, and 
that is not enough to pay the interest 
on tha debt abroad, how in God's name 
can we ever pay the principal of the 
debt if that is to be paid in gold 
alone? You cannot do It; it is impossi- 
ble. 
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God's bles.< 
all this land of ours of final redetaip- 
tioon money, then that single dollar 



age, the intelligence, the manliness of 
the American people. They are the 
ones to whose hands are committed 
the settlement of this great issue. 
Here is the situation. You can never 
pay those debts that you owe abroad, 
that are counted by the billions, until 
you bring about a steady permanent 
advance of prices all along; the line. 

There must be a general, a perman- 
ent advance of prices all along tin 
line. You must put the products cf 
labor, of the farm and workshop bad: 
upon the basis where the farmer is not 
compelled, as he is to-day, to sell tin 
products of his farm in the open mar- 
kets of the world at prices less tha 1 
the cost of production. This is out 
only chance for the payment of thi* 
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They tell us of the dire calani' 
ities that are to befall tlit 
American people if we pass an 
unlimited free coinage law. As 
I have already told vou, we have 
heard those threats before. They 
never were fulfilled. Every thin? hap- 
pened under the act of 1878 that Sher- 
man never predicted would come, and 
not a blessed thing ever did happen 
that he told us was coming. But they 
tell us that dire calamities' are to be- 
fall us if we pass the law restoring 
silver money to the system of this 
country. I do not believe it. But sup- 
pose, for the sake of argument, that it 
is true. I answer and say to the secre- 
tary and to all other advocates of gold 
who think with him, more trouble has 
already come, more suffering has al- 
ready been imposed, more poverty has 
already been endured as the result of 
the Sherman law of 1893 than even vou 
claim can be brought upon fee Ameri- 
can people by the passage of a silver 
bill. We have gone through more of 
it than even the gold advocates predict 
the passage of the silver act could ever 
bring to the people of this land. 

I beg you to remember, my friends, 
that more than 700,000,000 of the civi- 
lized people of the world to-day stand 
upon silver and not upon gold. It is 
true Europe is upon the gold basis. 
England demonetized silver in 1810 and 

follow her ' example until 1873. Sli 
did induce the kingdom of Portugal t 

was more just and honest than th 
American financiers who demonetize 
silver in 1873. When Portugal struck 
down silver in 1S1H, by the same law 
that demonetized it she arbitraril; 
duced every debt in the Portuguese 
realm 20 per cent, from its face value. 
The same law in Portugal that struck 
down silver reduced every debt owing 
in that country and provided, whether 
evidenced by mortgage, bond or note, 
there should be stricken from the debt 
20 per cent, of its value, That law de- 
clared that the demonetization of sil- 
ver was such an outrage on the debtor 
class that in fairness it was no 
than right where a man owed 
8200 should be stricken from the face 
of his obligation. England never per- 
suaded anybody but Portugal to follow 
her example and demonetize silver un- 
til 1873, when we did it in February of 
that year. Germany followed latei 
the fall of the same y#ar, and the 
nations constituting the Latin ur. 
followed in 1876 our bad example, i 
here is the result for which we 
mainly, responsible. 

But some of these gentlemen tell 
"Hold still, keep to the financial sys- 
tem you have until Europe, and 
pecially England, should grant you 
permission to put silver back." No, 
no. The issue is presented plain and 
fair. Shall we, my countrymen, have 
a foreign system; shall we have an 
English system, or an American sys- 
tem, a system of our own. When this 
country had only four millions of peo- 
ple in it you whipped Great Britain and 
established your own system. What 
sort of sons of honored sires disgrace 
this continent to-day if seventy million 
of freemep dare not to undertake to 
maintain a system of their own? What 
would your forefathers have said if the 
proposition had been made to them 
when, flushed with victory over the 
British armies, the proposition was 
made to them to tamely hold out their 
wrists and have the shackles of finan- 
cial servitude riveted anew? 

My countrymen, this is the issue. It 
cannot be go'tten around. You have 
to meet it in this campaign and the 
presidential contest next year. The 
issue is in front of you, you cannot 
flank it, you cannot bridge over it, you 
cannot tunnel under it, you have to 
meet it. Meet it like men and settle it 
like men. Judge between these sys- 
tems, contrast the present condition of 
the American laborer with what it 
was at the end of eighty years of trial 
under the Jefferson system, and tell 
me, not as democrats, not as party 
men, but as patriots, tell me as Ameri- 
can citizens which system was the best 
for the promotion of your interests, 
was it the system founded by the im- 
mortal leader of democracy, the builder 
of free government among the people; 
was it the democratic, the Jeffersonian 
system of olden times, or is it the Sen- 
ator Sherman system of modern times? 
Was it the double standard of gold and 
silver as the time-honored metals of a 
free people or was it the single gold 
standard that has never found its way 
into circulation among the masses? Is 
it the money of war or the money of 
peace that stands as your steadfast 

But he has made one more discovery, 
and with that I believe he finishes. He 
tells us in his recent speeches that 
which will be glad tidings of great joy 
to the toiling millions of the country. 
He says there is no distinct debtor 
class among our people, but as far as 
the debtor class can be located or de- 
scribed, it is not the masses of Ameri- 
can people that are in debt, but it is 
the railroads, the insurance companies, 
the banks, the savings and trust com- 
panies—that these are the principal 
debtors of this land. The masses are 
i the creditors anil the railroads and 
! banks are the debtors. Joyful tidings 
; to the thousand sons of toil! Happy 
news to the farmer whoso farm is plas- 
tered over by a mortgage held by the 
bank! Glad, indeed, is he to know 
that he has been laboring under a de- 
lusion; he does not owe the bank at 
all, but the bank owes him; he is the 
1 creditor and the bank and the railroad 
company arc the debtors. There 
but one merciful mission left for the 
bearer of these tidings. Let him make 
one more speech. I plead in the

Smallest Republic In the World. 

San Marino has an area of 17 
square miles. Its population is 8,000, 
the capital claiming 750 souls. The 
"Arringo," composed of heads of 
families, was its first political so- 
ciety. This was developed into the 
sovereign council, a body of 60 
elected by the people. The council 
is represented by the captains regent. 
These hold office for six months, and 
are not eligible again for three years. 
One stands for the professions, the 
other for the agricultural classes. 
To avoid favoritism, justice is ad- 
ministered by a stranger. The army 
is made up of all male citizens from 
16 to 60 years old. This consists of 
nine companies of 140 soldiers each, 
or 1,360 men in all. The receipts 
and expenditures about balance, 
each being a little over $20,000. 0/ 
this amount $6,000 is devoted to the 
army. There is no public debt. 
There are a public library, hospital, a 
cathedral and a university.— Chau- 
tauquan.

MONTHLY 0B0P BEPOET, 

The weather the first ten days of 
May, was very favorable for farm work 

and vegetation, butao 
on tha 12th inst. which continued 
throughout the week, and on the 14th 
inst. severe frosts occurred through 
out the State. In many places in th« 
State ice was formed from one 
eight to one quarter inches in thick 
ness. Heavy frosts occurred on the 
15th and 16. The damage from this 
spell was not so much as was thought 
it would be— as it was followed by 
heavy rains and showers, which were 
a great benefit to the pastures and 
meadows. The rain « Inch came on 
the 4th of this month was thought to 
be general and very much 
as complaints were already coming 
in that stock water was getting scarce. 
The general tone of the correspond- 
ents for tt is month are not at all flat- 
tering—on the contrary very gloomy. 
It was thought for a while that the 
wheat was damaged very much by 
the freeze, but the damage was very 
slight, if any. The Hessian fly has 
made its appearance in many parts 
of the state— doing very great damag 
to the wheat crop. Some corresponi 
ents report a large portion of the 
crop falling from the effects of the 
fly. Others report that the rust is 
damaging the crop very materially. 
The condition of the crop as com- 
pared to last year, is 83.1 per cent., a 
considerable reduction from ' 
month. 

CORN. 

The reports from correspondents 
are very full, and very nearly every 
county in the state has suffered from 
the ravages of the army and cutworm. 
The cut worm was never known to be 
so bad— many correspondents report 
that corn had to be planted as many 
as three times, and that the crops will 
necessarily be very late. The dam- 
age to the corn from the freeze was 
very great; it turned yellow and look 
ed badly for spme time, and where 
it was left to grow is very little if 
any, in advance of that that was 
planted over. If our farmers will 
recollect that a large portion of our 
corn crop was planted in June last 
year, which seems very late, but our 
seasons are getting later every year. 
The theory of fall plowing to prevent 

to be as bad on one kind of ground 
as another, but as there are many 
other advantages from fall plowing, 
the farmer should not abandon it. 
The acreage of corn as compared to 
last year is 92 per cent.
